I took a run down to Chickamauga 
Park this week. This road is one of 
the finest in the country, it's appoint- 
ments being ptT.ect in every detail. 
I'Uc track is ballasted with broken 
roclc and gravel and i.s entirely free 
from dust. The heavy steel rails make 
the road as smooth as a billiard tible. 
1 he coaches are of the most modern 
pattern and are simply moving pal- 
aces. Laaviag Daaville at ll:iu a. m , 
you are whirled along through biauti- 
ful moaataia aeenery aad laadad in 
Chattaaooga forsnppar. Chattaaooga 
is a good aiae ^aee aad we were sur- 
prised to see so ranch energy as is 
displayed in the little city. The mobi- 
lization of troops at Chickamauga has 
brought a vast amount of business to 
Chattanooga an 1 many thousands of 
dollars are being left with the mer- 
chants. To get to Chickamauga, .you 
take a train leaving the Cj. & C. station. 
It Ijcing about thirteen mik's to camp, 
it take^ about thirty minutes to make 
the run. The station is named Lytic 
and is in Georgia. Arriving at this 
station yun are aot with oar begra, by 
any awaaa. Tha aaaip of tha Saaond 
Ifsataahy la abeat two aad a half 
milea ftnrthMr. A great lot af hacks 
stand ready to hanl oaa to aay part of 
the park for twenty-live eeats, and the 
drivers, both black and white, almost 
pull a fellow s clothes off to induce 
him to ride. The drive to the parlc is 
beautiful. A continual stream o' 
army teams line the road and the r.it- 
tle »if the wagons, together with the 
oaths of the drivers, make the place 
anything but lonesome. Chickamauga 
is one of the grandest militarj' reserva- 
tions in the world. It lies to the east 
of Missionarj- Ridge, and embraces 
more than fi teen square miles of ter- 
ritoryv The aggregate length of roads 
formhig tha appreaehea ia thirty-six 
miles. Thaaa are all laa, aaaidaaiized 
roadways, built aad maiataiaed. at the 
expense of the National Oovernment 
There has been no work done in the 
Park for merely decorative purposes, 
but the field has been restored as near- 
ly as possible to its condition at the 
time of the battles. The projectors of 
this enterprise (among whom were 
some of the most famous (icnerals of 
the North and South) intended at first 
that the Park should embrace only 
the field of Chickamauga, and in ISb'J 
the Chickamaga Memorial Association 
was organized with that end in view 
The following winter, however, Gen. 
II. V. Boyatoii. tha airthor if the pro- 
ject, eoaeaivad tha Idea of enlarging 
tlae saopa af tha sdMBM ao aa to em 
braee the notable telds of Aiodkout 
Mountain and Missionary Ridge, and 
in the Spring of 1890 this idea was car- 
ried out and the whole est.iblished as 
National Park and placed under the 
control of the Secretary of War, who 
appointed as the two civilian member: 
of the Cjmmission Gen. Joseph S. Ful 
Ivrtou, Chairman, and (Jen Alex. P. 
Stewart, a leading ex-Coufedcrate 
with Stanford C. Kellogg, of the 
Fourth I'uited Slates Cavalrv, as the 
Army Officer provide<l by law, and 
who was also appoitad beeretary of 
the Commieaioa. Oaa. H. V. Bogrnton 
was appirfatad Hiatariaa aad Mr. K 
E Batta, Clril Bi^aaar. Tha eleven 
Sodthera States that had orgaaizi 
tions in the battles soon after appoint 
ed Commissions and made liberal ap- 
propi iations for the erection of mon- 
uments, varying from §5,00 to 595,000. 

There is at this date upward of 3UU 
monuments in place on the field, most 
of them very handsome ones, besid 
hundreds of markers and tablets. 
There have been erected five s^eel 
observation towers seventy feet high 
at prominent points in the Park and 
along the Ridge. They arj all 
sight of each other, and the series of 
•haarvatiaac whaa aoashtead. 
Biaad tha aatifa laid. 

Tha SMOiid Emmtmdkj Bagiment. o: 
which tha f aawater aoaipany is a 
member, ia leeated aa aa alavated 
spot whieh ■aires a vary daairable 
camp. The tents of the twelve compa- 
nids run parallel, the officer's quar- 
ter:* being abDut thirty feet to the 
front. To the rear are the cooking 
07ens. To the front of the line ofK- 
cer's tents co^e the regimental and 
staff officer's quarters. The camp is 
cleaned each morning by the "old" 
guard. The "old"' guard means the 
fellows on duty the night before. The 
gua.rd house occupants are made to du 
this work mostly, bnt the boys are bc- 
bavTng so nicely that seldom is there 
a maa ma iu. Tlia boya ara kept 
preUy boay all day aad saldeas have 
time talaat Tha raaallla iaaoaaded 
at 5:M a. as. Than at§:li tha aampa- 
nies ara dtlllad for two aad aaa-half 
hours. Thia ever, aa eSeeiV aehool 
is held for one hour. Then the non- 
commissioned officers "go to school" 
for an hour. After dinner nothing is 
done until 3: 3 J, when the batal lions 
are drilled for two houra At 0:30 the 
dress parade is given and at 9:30 "taps" 
are sounded, whieh means every fel- 
low mustraUiipiBhlBUaakataadgo 
to sleep. 

The Lancaster company, known as 
"Co. L,"now has seventy-five men, all 
told. It will be recruited to 103 imme- 
diately. We found the boya in good 
spirits aad fall of life and fnn. They 
hova bcaa aaifonaad aad are, indeed, 
a fioa body of asea. Thtf have a num- 
b3r of wall taata, hat aasM are quar- 
tered ia tha asMll. ar .*«ag" tents 
Tbey have plaaty of Maakati^ and, 
the tsnta being well ditched, they are 
as well fixed as soldiers could expect 
t) be. Of course they sleep on the 
ground, but being healthy men, this 
will not hurt them, though it would 
go pretty hard with a mama's darling. 
The men are as well drilled as any in 
the park, aad wa heard <^eer8 of oth-
